The job straight ahead of 
the American people is to cut expenditures. In- 
dulgence in luxuries will be scandalous. The na- 
tion must arise to the dignity of plain living. 

It may be bad for the morale of a nation in 

* such emergency to cut itself off from all relaxa- 
tion, but it is worse for it to think that lavish 
poet ot and indulgence can proceed in war time 


at other times. 

Citizens who have no money for self-indulgence 
and who find. that war prices are bleeding them 
white will observe unrestrained use of easy money 
for personal pleasure with resentment—as they 
will have a right to do. ‘ : 

. Other generations must help to bear the expense 
of this war, but this generation will have its part 
of the bill presented to it, directly or indirectly. 
The paying of the bill will affect every home and 
it must affect every home. 


THE PARAMOUNT NEED. 

The American government and people ought to 
take to heart the warning given by Gen. Robert- 
son, the successor of Kitchener as head of the 
British military system. . 

“The way to victory may. be long, and 
it will be hard.” 

We aro Uae tis Bittish tn curcptinian ond tn 
our preference for “muddling through.” We 
aught to realize at the beginning that we are not 
going to a picnic. We are not entering a ladies’ 
war, but a real war where real missiles are flying 
and not merely words, where blood is spilled and 
lives are taken on a titanic scale. 

We must realize that we are making war upon 
the greatest military power in the world, and that 
power is still unconquered and may yet conquer. 
Gen. Robertson reminds the English people that 
because the German army is retreating in one sec- 
tor of its long front is not evidence that it is de- 
feated. He reminds them that the German army 
is greater by a million men than it ever has ‘been, 
eee S8 hg tee Sette army need) Age 6 wanes 
more before July 1. 

Winston Spencer Churchill's warning is even 
more emphatic. He calls our entrance into the 
war “a God granted aid to struggling Christen- 
dom,” and declared that without it no prudent 
ee See .were Se any che Saree ae wictery was 
certain. He declared the situation had “ never 
been so serious since the Marne and that even 
with America in the most vehement efforts were 
needed. The most terrible months of the war 
are coming and it can only be by the highest wis- 
dom, utmost daring, and truest comradeship that 

’ the allies can come through.” 

In other words, the allies, now our allies, may 
lose. Germany may win. Then we should stand 
opposed to the greatest military power in the 
world, and the second sea power. We have made 
Germany an enemy. We have injured her, and 
@e have declared ourselves at war with her. Let 
tis not make the fatal mistake of failing to realize 
what that means and all that it means. 

It means first the instant summoning of all our 
powers of offense to prevent the victory of Ger- 
many. It means second the establishment perma- 
hently of an adequate navy and army in order 
that in the future, when perhaps we are without 
allies, we cannot be struck down by a Germany 
revived from defeat or victorious in the present. 
conflict. ~ 

It is reported at Washington that an army of 
two million men is planned, and there is evidence 
that at last the authorities have resolved upon 
putting compromise away and providing a thor- 
ough modern war organization for the energetic 
prosecution of aggressive war. We devoutly hope 
these reports are true, for if the situation of the 
allies is serious, as we know it to be, so too is the 
situation of the United States. We have entered 
_ the war. We must see to it that our side wins, 
and if that is impossible, we must see to it that 
Our latent powers are fully developed and that 
we confront the future in the full confidence of 
organized might. 

We have @-tremendous task te sedomplish to 
police our own borders and our own territory, to 
bring the navy up to ite standard, to provide ar- 
tiliery of all modern classes—a work of many 
monthe—to equip ea huge army and to train it. 
“Bat at the vers threshold of this task stands 
out one paramoynt duty, the very rock founda- 
ion of our national defense. It te to establish 
Universal service, not for this war but as the per- 
Manent defense principle of this republic, 
“The volunteer system with its Gemoralization of 
business and industry, its injustice to individuals, |... 
its ime Mficiency in military consequences, the sys- 
tem of confusion, waste, and politics, must go 
forever. If we are to fight this war, if we are to|

THE EIGHT HOUR LAW FOR

The Woman's Trade 
Union league and other organizations which favor 
a flat eight hour day say that the Wisconsin plan 
is not effective, and urge the adoption of the ol

Unquestionably the course of social progress, 
‘@ the Supreme couft of the United States has 
pointed out, is toward the careful conservation of 
womanhood under modern, economic conditions.
